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The eight plants for Uuildin g sugar processing machinery 25X|lX 

comprised the whole industry of this type in 
the USSR. Two of the factories - the Kiev Machine Building Plant "Bolshevik" 
(Kievski Machina Straitelni tovod "Bolshevik") and the Sumy Machine Building 
Plant imeni Frunze (Sumski f’achina Straitelni Zavod inieni Frunze) - were very 
large and probably devoted only lO^o, or less, of their production to 
machinery for the sugar industry. The balance of the production I consisted 
of machinery and apparatus for the chemical industry; large evaporation 
equipment (vipornii apparati), heat exchange units (teplo-obmenilci or 
rechoferi), filters (including vacuum type), centrifuges (including a "super" 
type which revolved very fast), diffusion batteries (dlfnsionii baterii), 
and pumps (nasosi). The other factories referred to in my previous renort, to ! 
a lesser degree also produced items for the chemical industry. The, plant at 
Sraela was an exception to this.

In general all of the plants j mentioned, even .though some of them had been 
founded before the Russian Revolution, were rebuilt and expanded during the 
1930 '3 as a part of the induatrial expansion under the five-year plans.
